iers of the entente nations over the 
form of answer to be made to Ger­ 
many’s latest peace proposals. The in­ 
dications are that it will not be dis­ 
patched for a day or two. While there 
may be some question as to the form 
of the reply there is no question as 
to its nature. It may not use tho 
short and forceful term ’’uncondi­ 
tional surrender,” which would re­ 
flect the sentiment which has come 
from the spokesmen of the nation, 
but it Is sure to convey to the Ger­ 
man government that nothing less 
than the terms already laid down can 
be accepted and that those terms can 
not be made merely ‘‘the basis for 
negotiations.” As to the armistice, 
such a step would be looked upon as 
suicidal and not to be thought of.

hundred skilled cooks, trained for 
overseas duty, hare been grad anted 
in cinema of 300 from the 
govern­ 
ment mhool for cooks and bakers, 
the largest school of its kind is the 


| country, which is being conducted at 
I Camp Bowie here under command of 
Captain Fred H. Morrell. 
Students graduating must 
reach 
the following 
standard: 
Practical 
work, 50 per cent; 
recitation 
and 
theory, 20 per cent, care of kitchen, 
15 per cent; discipline, 15 per cent 
The majority of those graduated 
have been taken from the course for 
second cooks, with first cooks next in 
number and mess sergeants third. 
The course includes lectures and 
instruction on rations, bills of fare, 
component parts, fiield specifications, 
preparation, sanitation, temperatures 
mess management, stock sheets, field 
cooking, recipes and visits to the 
packing houses here. 
An 
under­ 
standing of food values most needed 
to suit conditions existing in various 
places is being drilled into the stud­ 
ents. 
Great attention also is given 
to 
food conservation. The army must 
not waste and cooks are taught to 
throw all particles of meat and bone 
Into a 20-gallon pot where the mix­ 
ture is boiled aud the fat rendered. 
The stock is then used for gravies and 
soups. 
9ome companies here require the 
men to weigh what Is left on their 
plates and the amount is deducted 
from the next meal, thus adjusting 
the food needed to tnelr appetites. 
The sanitation course requires the 
rn es 8 officers to keep kitchen, mess 
hall, refrigerators, ovens and cook­ 
ing utensils hygenically clean. This 
applies to tables and floors. How to 
set the tables is an important part 
of the study. 
Experiments are conducted to de­ 
vise means of using substitutes for 
flour such as oatmeal, cornmeal, and 
rice flour. Use of sirup instead of 
sugar where ever possible is encour­ 
aged. 
“Food wastage,” said Captain Mor­ 
rell. ‘‘is not always the fault of the 
soldier at the mess table. The cook is 
often to blame. If he ddoesn't cook 
the food right, it will be distasteful 
to the men and they will refuse to 
eat all set before them. The well 
cooked mean puts the men in good 
spirits as well as helping them physi­ 
cally.” 
A record of food conservation was 
kept at the detention camp where the 
recruits are quartered and fed under 
the direction of Captain Morrell. Of

An opportunity to inspect an “ash 
Dan” and to hear Its workings describ­ 
ed in detail by a man who has actual­ 
ly dropped them upon the Kaiser’s U- 
boats will be afforded visitors to the 
Government exhibit buildings at the, 
Oklahoma State Fair A Exposition 
next month. 
These exhibits will be free to all, 
and are opened for inspection on Sat­ 
urday. September 21, the first day of 
the State Fair. 
Throughout tho re­ 
mainder of the Fair and until its close 
on September 28, they may be seen. 
In combination with the exhibits will 
be free government motion pictures 
which will show among other things 
battle 
scenes 
taken in American 
trenches on the western front. 
The army and navy department ex* 
hi bits are naturally expected to attract 
great crowds, but combined with them 
and scarcely less interesting will be 
exhibits from the departments of agri­ 
culture, commerce, and the interior, 
as well as the United States Food Ad­ 
ministration and committee on publie 
information. 
Included in the army exhibits are 
light type Browning machine guns, 
said to be the most deadly weapon 
ever invented; the aircraft type of 
Lewis machine gun; a 2.95-inch moun­ 
tain gun; Springfield and Enfield ri­ 
fles, the latter of which is now being 
used by American soldiers; 
trench 
periscopes; signal rockets; metal hel­ 
mets, etc. 
The navy exhibits include captured 
German rifles, naval mines; 
aero 
bombs; submarine winter clothing; 
projectiles of various kinds; models of 
battleships, cruisers, destroyers, etc., 
taken from the halls of the Navy de­ 
partment in Washington and never be­ 
fore exhibited, and numerous other 
pieces of naval equipment 
Four-minute men from various parts 
of Oklahoma will be on hand to deliver 
talks between showings of the govern­ 
ment pictures, and to aid representa­ 
tives of the various government de­ 
partments to explain their details to 
visitors. 
All In all, the Government Exhibits 
building and its annex, containing in 
all nearly 14.000 equare feet of floor 
space, are expected to be crowded to 
capacity during the entire eight days 
of the State Fair.

JORDAN VALLEY HAS 
VERY FEW ATTRACTIONS 
(Bj the A—orts ted Promt 
Jerusalem. Oct. 8.— Allied soldiers 
in the valley of the Jordan 
know 
now how really unkind were persons 
who, in pre-war days, “wished them 
in Jericho.’’ To these fighting men, 
Jericho and its dust-covered environs 
mean heat, 
flies, 
mosquitoes 
and, 
snakes, mildly advertised 
by 
the 
Turks in this message set up opposite 
the British lines: “Don’t fear an of­ 
fensive from us; we will come over 
later when you are all dead.” 
This summer, day after day, army 
thermometers along the Jordan reg­ 
istered from 105 to 125. Yet with 
scarcely a breeze, and 
these dust­ 
laden, the Australian and New Zea­ 
land horsemen holding these *line, 
bringing from a tem perate climate a 
reserve of health and vigor lacking 
in the natives, withstood the ordeal. 
It is the second or third summer that 
tells. 
The flies and mosquitoes of the val­ 
ley know no pity. In the early days 
of the fighting, when it was impos­ 
sible to take the necessary sanitary 
precautions, they bred 
in myraids, 
but now pools of stagnant water have 
been eliminated and large tracts of 
scrub burned. As a result, the num­ 
ber of malaria cases has been sur­ 
prisingly low. 
Of the minor evils, the snakes are 
the worst, but due to the precautions 
taken by officers and men, casualties 
from snake-bites have been compara­ 
tively insignificent, despite the num­ 
ber of the reptiles and their venom­ 
ous species. 
One captured Turk had been at­ 
tacked and bitten by a serpent four 
feet long, and as he lay on his cot 
in a British hospital, he told how he 
had strangled the reptile and 
then 
fainted. His nerves were shattered 
by the incident, and medical officers 
said it would be years before they 
were again normal.
